Your Committee, therefore, most earnestly impress upon the House the 
absolute necessity of giving attention to these bills upon the further consider- 
ation of the report, and of attentively considering the reports which will here- 
after be presented to them.

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CHEMISTRY.

Dr. Fyfe has recently been delivering some very interesting Leetures at 
the Waterloo Rooms, Edinburgh, upon this important science ; in the 
course of which he directed particular attention to the descriptions 
and properties of the metals. We have availed ourselves of the report of 
our able contemporary, the Edinburgh Chronicle, to supply our readers 
with the following extracts; and purpose, from time to time, to continue 
their insertion. 

Jmon is superior in hardness to any other metal, and it is aleo very malie- 
able and ductile ; a wire of one-thirteenth of an inch in thickness sustaining 
a weight of upwards of 500lb. without breaking. It is remarkable for its 
magnetic property ; being attracted by a magnet, and being itself, by a parti- 
cular contrivance, made aimagnet. By entering into uniou, to a certain ex- 
tent, with other substances, this property is not anly increased, but rendered 
more fixed. Iron, before being fused, passes through different degrees of 
consistence; aud hence the ease with which, at high temperatures, it is 
wrought into different forms. it also possesses the valuable property of 
being welded; that is, when two pieces are put together, at a certain tem- 
perature, they may, by repeated hammering, be united. The temperature at 
which this occurs is at a‘full white heat. 

brow is liable'to be rusted by exposure to a moist atmosphere, owing to 
the decomposition of the moisture ; but in a dry atmosphere it may be kept 
resplendent. It is easily oxidated at high tem tures. The scales found 
in blacksmiths’ shops are oxide of iron. At high temperatures it decomposes 
wuter, as was shown by passing steam over it, and by which hydrogen gas 
was disengaged. Iron unites with inflammable bodies, and forms important 
compounds ; ‘the principal of which are these with carbon anf sulphur. 
When heated with the former, the vainable substance s/eel is formed ; and 
that steel is a carburet of iron is shown by dissolving ft in nitric acid, by 
which the iron is taken up, and a black powder, having all the pro ies 
earbon, is left. The compounds formed by the union of iron and sulphur 
called tron pyrifes, of which there are different kinds: they are native pro- 
ductions, one being magnetic. Iron is easily acted on by acids. It is dis- 
solved by nitric acid ; aud hence the use of this acid in etching an steel. It 
is dissolved ulso by diluted sulphuric acid, and by which bydrogen gas is dis- 
engaged ; and hence the method generally practised in preparing that gas. 
The product of the action is sulphate of iron, commorily called green vitrial ; 
but the green vitriol of commerce is always obtained by exposing to air and 
moisture the native sulphuret, which thus attracts oxygen, by which the sul- 
phur is acidified and the ivon is oxidized. It is from this substance that oil 
of vitriol is procured, particularly on the Continent, merely by the application 
of heat. It is used also largely by dyers, and in the making of ink. Iron 
exists in a peeuliar state of combination in Prussian blue, prepared by burn 
ing «dried bullocks’ blood with potashes, dissolviag the product in water, and 
adding solution of green vitriol, and of alum, by which the blue is deposited. 
In this operation cyanogen is formed, which, acting on the iron existing in 
the bleed, forms with it a peeuliar compound, that is afterwards united with 
the potass ; and then, on adding the green vitriol, the iron in it is deposited, 
along with that compound. Prussian blue ‘is valuable as a paint; and also 
because, when boiled with potashes, it yields the substance loog known by 
the name of prussiate of potass, much prized by calico-printers, for striking 
different colours with metallic salts. ith iron it gives a blue. 

Correr is by no means so malleable and ductile as iron. Tt ia very liable 
to be tarnished by exposure to air. It is easily dissolved by acids, particu- 
larly by nitric, and hence the use of that acid in etching. With sulphuric 
acid, it yields also a vitriolic salt, called bive vifriol. With prussiate of 

s, it affords a brown precipitate. ‘The salts of r are decompose 
ty some metals, as by tron; hence, when a piece of tron is thrown into a 
ver spring, the iron disappears, and copper is deposited. 

inc or Speltre obtained from the native ores, led blends and calamine, 
is possessed of great lustre, when recently broken, but it soon loses it. It is 
not malleable and ductile at nataral temperatures, but it becomes so at about 
212; and hence the method now practised, of getting it in sheets, merely hy 
extending it, when raived to about the temperature mentioned. It is easil 
oxidated by heat and air. It is easily dissolved by acids. Its action w 

diluted sulphuric acid is important, as affording a means of procuring hydro- 
gen much purer than that got by iron. It is used, chiefly alloyed with . 
in the manufacture of brass, which in general is composed of about eighty 
and twenty zinc ; but the proportions vary according to the colour. 
BAD is soft, and litue malleable and ductile ; very easily tarnished, owing 





chiefly to the action of sul us vapours floating in the atmasph When 
heated in air it is oxid , and forms massicot, minium, aud lif » ali of 
whieh are oxids, the last having the largest quantity of oxygen. nm €X- 


posed to the action of the vapour of vinegar, it becomes covered with a white 
erust, which is cerusse or white lead, much used by painters. Its salts yield 
black precipitates, with sulphureous water ; aud hence their use as sympa- 
thetic inks. The onc from which lead is obtained is galena, a sulphuret which 
oceurs in abundance in differeut places. 

Tin is one of those metals which are ensily oxidated by heat and air; it is 
also easily dissolved by acids. The action with muriatic is t, as 


affording a solution employed by dyers as a mordant; and also in the manu 
facture of ret ink, which is by the addition of mutiate of tin to 
decoctivn of ood. Tin, in its metallic state, is used for tioning iron; aad 


also, along antimony, in the manufacture of types. 
Mercury differs from all other metals, in being Suid at a oatural tem. 
. Its freezing peiat is —39, and during its cougelation it eoatracts ;

DUKE OF CORNWALL’S HARBOUR AND LAUNCESTON 

AND VICTORIA RAILWAY. 
TO THE APITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sia,—Having seen two letters in your last Jownal in reference to this 

ing, both of which contain the most jous misstatements, | 
think it incumbent on me to offer a few remarks in reply. 
signed *‘A Censtant Reader,”’ is evidently the production of a person 
totally unacquauted with the localities of the district respeeting which be 
writes ; for so far from there being a water communication fram Launces- 
ton to Plymouth, there is a distance of nearly fffeen miles from Laun- 
ceston to Calstock, up te which only the River Tamar is navigable. The 
ship-canai which your corresponsdent proposes (with a railvoad, if deemed 
neeessary, on one side of it) from the contemplated harbour to Launees- 
ton, would be attended with such ap enormous expenge, as at once to de- 
ter all judicious persons from attempting it; for I may venture to state, 
that exclusive of the expense of the railway, such a canal could pot be 
executed for half a million of money. The country is quite untit for such 
a work, as in four miles there is a summit level of more than 500 feet to 
be attained. Besides, if the undertaking were practicable, the dues for 
passing would of necessity be so high as to preclude most vessels fram 
adopting it. For all practical purposes the railway about to be eon- 
structed will be amply sufficient, especially as it is to be extended from 
Launceston to Plymouth, as your readers may perceive by an advertise- 
ment in anether column. 

The other letter, signed ‘‘ A Subsoriber,’’ appears to have beeu written 
by some Cornish merchant, who is filled with chagrin at finding that the 
project has been so favourahly received, and who is apprehensive that the 
monepoly of trade which he has long enjoyed wil! soon be at an end. 
He has, however, shown so little regard to truth ja the assertions he has 
made, that a few words will speedily dissipate the delusion he has at- 
tempted to create. And first, with respect to sea-sand, he ventures to 
assert that mone can be obtained at the harbour “ at a less expense than 
2s. 6d. per ton, and that from Padstow, a distance of seven leagues.’’ 
Now, Sir, | am happy to inform your readers that there is an abundant 
supply of sea-sand within one mile of the harbour, and that even Padstow 
sand (which is certainly the best on the coast) ean be obtained at a much 
leas cxpense than your oerrcspondent suppases. 

Secondly, He states that ‘‘ Jimestane they must get frem Plymouth ;"’ 
but 1 can searcely believe he is so ignorant as not to know that any quan- 
tity required can be obtained from Wales, from whence that part of the 
Bristol channel is constantly supplied. 

Thirdly, He saserta, that because gales occasionally prevail, which 
render the coast dangerous for the navigation of vessels, no culm can at 
any time be brought to the harbour. palpable absurdity of anch a 
propesition must he self-evident to every one. True it is that the ves- 
sels are vow exposed to peculiar dangers, when they meet with strong 
westerly gales—but why? because they have no harbour of refuge to 
which they can repair. The express object of the proposed harbour is to 
supply this great cesideratum, and that it will be effcetual to this end is 

i by the umapimeus opinion of eminent naval officers and prac- 
tical men. 

Fourthly, He implies that the back carriage on the railway will be li- 
mited to the ore raised from ‘‘ ene little manganese mine, yiekling five 
tons per moath.’’ This last statement plainly prowes, either that your 
correspondent, ‘‘ A Subscriber,’’ is as ignorant as “* A Constant Reader ;”’ 
or, that he has deliberately uttered a wilful untruth to gain some private 
end. Why, sir, there are manganese mines now near Laun- 
ceston, and the district around abounds with this mineral ; and from re- 
turns which have been reeeived, there is reason to believe that at least 
5,000 tons will be exported from the harbour annually. There is now a 
considerable quantity of corn exported, and there is uo reason to doubt 
but that the quantity set down in the proxpectus will be realaed. 

Having, I trust, satisfactorily disposed of your correspondents’ com- 
munications, I will merely add, in conclusion, that the calculations of the 
revenue contained in the pre , have been submitted to many prac- 
tical men, resident in'the district, capable of forming an opinion, and that 
they are generally admitted not to wm the least exaggerated, but leas 
than may be reaswnably anticipated.

Sra,—It is truly gratifying to find that a spirit of inquiry into the 
nature of the mineral products of treland does really exixt among a por- 
tion of the monied imtcrests in Kagianil. 1 am no flatterer ; bat in justice 
to you, Mr. Editor, 1 must say, that this cheeriag prospect has been 
brought about entirely by the Mining Journal; for uo other periodical 
has ever taken ap this important subject with the sincerity you have done, 
or afforded the information on Irish mining subjects met with in your 
publications. With regard to Jriah mining, | am sorry to be obliged to 
admit, that so fer as it has been conducted by public companies, it has not 
hitherto borne a good character: to account for this in detail would be of 
no service now ; all I will therefore say is, if public companies be comtem- 
plated for working mines én dreland, let them avoid the erids of ‘ormer 
ones. Let there be no ‘* Boards of Fifteen Directors’’ on pay, before a 
mine is obtained: let the persons appoiated to manage their affairs be 
such as are capable of doing so, aud uot persons belonging to every pro- 
fession and trade except mining. 1 would advise them to take a lesson 
from the priva/e mining companies in lreland ; the principal of whieh are 
conducted by Cornish agents, and as far as possible on the same system ; 
the number of Cornish workmen employed is very few, a mere fraction ; 
consequently the mincs may be said to be managed by Lugleh heads aud 
wrought by Jruwh hends. The private mining operations in the counties 
of Wicklow and Cork are conducted solely by Cornish agents aad cugi-

It is at all times an unpleasing duty when we have to direct 
attention to Mining operations, or rather the operations of Mining 
Companies, such as form the subject of our remarks on the pre- 
sent occasion; but so numerous have been the communications we 
have received with reference to the proceedings of the West Cork 
Mining Company, that we are compelled again to revert to their 
accounts. Assuming our position to be correct—and it is from 
official documents that our deductions are drawn—we cannot but 
convey our unqualified disapprobation of the course pursued by 
the Directors, while we can only express our surprise at the su- 
pineness of the Shareholders, and our astonishment that accounts 
such as those before us should ever have been allowed to pass. 
The Act of Parliament providing that should no error be detected 
within a certain limited period, they shall be binding on the 
Company. 

We have before had occasion to observe, that concerns of this 
kind are calculated not only to rid the Shareholders of their money, 
but to bring into discredit Mining operations generally, and, in 
this instance, more particularly, those of Ireland. ‘There is suffi- 
cent to contend with in the way of prejudice, aswell as a lack of 
information as regards the Mines of that country, without any 
additional cause like the present, to deter the capitalist from em- 
ploying his funds in developing its mineral resources, which 
may be considered as hitherto unproved, although yielding large 
quantities of mineral product. We must, however, confine our 
selves to the subject more immediately before us, reserving for 
another occasion those observations on the mineral wealth of 
Treland which we should otherwise here be induced to make. 

The West Cork Mining Company is established for working 
Mines in Ireland belonging to Lord Audley, the purchase money 
(as we are given to understand), being £165,000, which cannot 
be considered otherwise than as a good bargain for his Lordship ; 
the property having been previously abandoned by the Mining 
Company of Ireland for ten shillings’ consideration. The follow- 
ing summary of the expenditure for the past eighteen months, with 
the returns taken from the balance-sheets of the Company, will 
perhaps be the best means of our readers judging whether we 
are not borne out in the conclusions at which we have arrived.

From the preceding statement it appears then, that out of the 
£165,000 for the purchase money of the property belonging to the 
Company, a sum of £130,000 remains yet unpaid—that the cost 
of the establishment of offices and salaries alone, amounts to no less 
a sum than £11,341 12s. 5d. for eighteen months—that the sales of 
ores during that period amounted to £3,804 16s. 11d. (including 
the amount due), forming about one-third the expense of manage- 
ment; and, that although the cost of the working of the mines, 
&c., amounted to £17,584 5s. 8d., making, with the manage- 
ment, £28,925 188. 1d., yet that the Directors and the Auditors 
managed so to render and audit their accounts as to enable them to 
declare TWO DIVIDENDS on the produce of the ores sold. The 
account rendered for the 30th of June last is in itself an insult to 
¢ommon sense; for, founded on the sale of ores, amounting to 
£1200 17s., the Directors contrived, after pepuctinG, for freight 
£1,135 8s. 3d., and office expenses, £7,063 2s. 1d., to declare 
“the first dividend from produce,” amounting to £825! An Irish 
mode of subtraction truly ; but then—it pleased the Shareholders. 
Verily the schoolmaster is abroad. 

It did appear to us, upon seeing that the cost of the London 
establishment amounted to £7,000 per annum, some error had 
arisen; but, on making inquiries, we discovered that the amount 
which appeared to us excessive was not really so when some of 
the items were explained; thus, Managing Director, £800; Secre- 
tary, £400; six Directors, £900 per annum. Here we have £2,100 
a-year, exclusive of offices, clerks, agents, &c.; so that we may 
naturally infer the total to be correct. 

There are in the balance-sheets, from which we have made our 
abstract, one or two singular items—while it is somewhat curious, 
that the produce on hand is estimated at the exact amount in two 
consecutive half-yearly statements. The most pleasing item in 
the balance-sheet is that of balances in hand, but we fear that 
they no longer exist. ‘The Company is governed by an Act of 
Parliament ; its concerns are managed by a board of Directors— 
but by whom they are managed we know not. The Directors have, 
we believe, however, strictly attended to the duties of their office 
in making the necessary calls; and, we have no doubt, regu- 
larly received their salaries by drafts on the Company’s bankers. 

The subject is, however, one of serious import to the Share- 
holders, as well as to the public at large. Investigation, and that 
the most rigid, should take place. If we are wrong in the conclu- 
sions at which we have arrived, the Directors have to blame them- 
selves, for it is their own accounts that mislead us, as we fear they 
have many others. Our columns are open to explanation, but we 
do not apprehend the board of Directors will condescend to notice 
the MininGc JouRNAL,; it must, however, attract the notice of the 
proprietary, and we shall not be surprised if some extraordinary 
discoveries—far greater than those ever contemplated by the pro- 
should result from our having taken the interests of the 
Shareholders under our immediate protection. 











It is now some weeks since we directed the attention of our readers 
to the project of raising five thousand pounds for working the New 
Crinnis Mines, in the direction of which we found the names of 
two of our civic aldermen, associated as they were with gentlemen 
of the first respectability.

UNITED MEXICAN MINING ASSOCIATION, 

An adjourned general meeting of the proprietors of this association 

was held at the London Tavern, on the 23rd of March, 1836; 
J. Easruore, Esq., in the Chair. 

The advertisement in the London Gazette having been read, and the 
minutes of the half-yearly Meeting held on the 27th of January last 
confirmed, the following Report of the Directors was submitted to the 
Meeting :— 

: REPORT. 

Since the directors met the proprietors at the half-yearly general meeting 
on the 27th January last, three packets have arrived dom Mexico, bringing 
advices from Mr. O'Gorman to the Ist January, by which it appears that a 
considerable improvement had taken place in the 

Mine at Rayas, but which was not considered to be doing more than pay- 
ing expenses; but Mr. O’Gorman says the present produce covers all 
charges. 

Rayas Treaty.—On the subject of the treaty with the family of the Mar- 
quis, Mr. O'Gorman states that he feels assured that, under the circum.

The following report was then read by the Secretary :— 

REPORT. 

The recent satisfactory discovery of the course of the South Hooe lode 
from the old Beeralston mines (now the Tamar Consols), through the New 
South Hooe Company's mining set at Tinnell, has caused an alteration from 
the original plan, while the deep adit requiring to be extended so as to in- 
tersect the two east and west lodes, will increase the amount previously 
estimated by the committee as likely to bring the mine to a productive state 
The property of the company being known to contain other valuable odes. 
beside the South Hooe, two other north and south lodes, and three east and 
west lodes at Tinnell, situated so distant from the present workings as to pre- 
clude the possibility of their being worked in connexion. The committee have 
resolved to advise with the shareholders on the policy of adding to their 
funds, by the disposal of their interest in the district to the east of Tinnell 
and thereby obtain the means to carry into effect their more immediate ob- 
ject, without calling for a farther advance from the shareholders. They have 
no doubt, were they authorized so to do, that they would be able to obtain by 
the sale of their interest in the manor of Elbridge, where the Birch lode is 
stated to exist, a sum that, added to their present funds, would enable them 
to bring the South Hooe lode into a state of satisfactory working, if not of 
profit. They submit, therefore, to the consideration of the meeting the pro- 
priety of ceding such part of their property, instead of an instalment being 
called for from the shareholders to work the lodes in question for their own 
benefit.

strongly indicating copper, silver, and lead, particularly the latter. Se. 
condly, I examined a lot of cross-steening pits further east than the counting. 
house, and from the appearance and direction on the back of the lode for 
about 100 fathoms in length, I pronounce it a continuance of the South 
Hooe lode. There is a perpendicular shaft sinking here, now about 84 fa- 
thoms deep, which is expected to intersect the lode about thirty fathoms 
deep.

When the ‘‘ Wheal Venture ’’ mine, at that date, came into its possession, 
the works had not progressed deeper than the adit level, at that level explo- 
ration of the lodes to a considerable extent had been accomplished, an adit 
level driven for many fathoms, and some surface erections raised. Within 
these limits the endeavours of the old adventurers had been confined, and it 
hence became necessary that before any deeper workings could be under- 
taken, certain outlays of capital should be made in procuring the engine, and 
other machinery necessary for that purpose. 

The unquestioned fact that many promising tin lodes were contained within
